Dear Sir: 

In response to the Office Action mailed November 2, 2005, the Patent Office requested a 
species restriction between species A (Figures 1-20 and 24-31) and species B (Figures 21 and 
23). Applicants do not elect either species in response to the Office Action as Applicants believe 
the species requirement is in error. Specifically, Figures 21 and 23 show a cross-section and side 
view, respectively, of delivery cannula 42 of Figure 17. Figure 21 is a cross-section at one point 
along the delivery cannula just as Figures 18-20 and 22 are cross-sections at other points. The 
differentiation as a separate species between Figure 21 and any of Figures 18-20 and 22 is 
unclear. Similarly, Figure 23 shows needle 47 extending beyond opening 135 and delivery 
cannula 42. Applicants are unclear what makes Figure 23 a different species from, for example, 
Figure 17 where the needle is inside delivery cannula 42. 

To the extent necessary, Applicants respectfully traverse the restriction requirement on 
the ground that the species identified by the Patent Office are not patentably distinct for the 
reasons stated above.
